Removal of Countervail Ing Duty Lev- 


led -Against American Goods. 


Bt. Petersburg, April 19 .—The first 


official business taken up by the new 
American ambassador, Mr Meyer, 
with the foreign office, was the re- 
opening of the Important question of 
the removal of the countervailing 
duty levied in Russia against Ameri- 
can manufactured goods in retaliation 
for the countervailing duty in the 
United States on Russian sugar.

First In .our regard, as It Is in the 


whole nobility of trees, *tands the 
• white*elm, no less esteemed because it 
Is an American tree known abroad only 
• by importation and never seen in all its 
magnificence except in our own valleys. 
The old oaks of England are very ex- 
cellent in their way, gnarled and rug- 
ged. The elm has strength as signifi- 
cant as they and a grace, a royalty, 
that leaves the oak like a boor in eoin- 
• parison. Had the -eiin been an English 
tree and had Chaucer seen and loved 
and sung it bad Shakespeare and ev- 
ery English poet hung some garlands 
upon it, it would have lifted up its 
head now. not only the noblest of all 
growing things, but enshrined in a 
thousand rich associations of history 
and literature. 


Thus do you stand, noble elms! Lift- 


ed up so high are your topmost boughs 


bar* been at work with nolaotoa* ft* 
•ara. What wa* I flf its pr«*eoco but 
a grasshopper? My ueart *aid: "I may 
not call thee property, and that prop- 
erty mine. Thou belongest to the air. 
Thou art the child of summer. Thou 
art the mighty temple where bird* 
praise God. 
Thou belonffeet to no 


man's hand, but to all men'* eye* that 
do love beauty and that have learned 
through beauty to behold God. Stand, 
then, in thine own beauty and gran- 
deur. 1 shall be a lover and a pro- 
tector, to keep drought from thy root* 
and the ax from thy trunk." 


Tor remorseless men there are crawl- 


ing yet upon the face of the earth, 
smitten blind and inwardly dead, 
whose only thought of a tree of age* 
to that it is food for the ax and the 
•aw. These are the wretches of whom 
the Scripture speaks: "A man was fa- 
mous according as he had lifted up 
axes upon the thick trees." 


Thus famous, or, rather, infamous, 


was the last owner but one before me 
of my farm. Upon the "rowu of the 
bill, just where an artist would have 
planted them had he wished to have 
them exactly in the right place, grew 
some 500 stalwart and ancient maples, 
beeches, ashes and oaks, a narrow, belt- 
like jforest, 'forming a screen from the 
northern and western winds iu winter 
and a harp of endless music for the 


j summer. The wretched owner of this 
farm, tempted of the devil, cut down 
the whole blessed baud and brother- 
hood of trees that he might fill his 
pocket with two pitiful dollars a cord 
for the wood! Well, his pocket was 
the best part of him. The iron fur- 
naces have devoured my grove, and 
their huge stumps, that stood like 
gravestones, have been cleared away 
that a groVe might be planted in the 
same spot for the next hundred years 
to nourish into the stature and glory 
of that which is gone. 


In other places I find the memorials 


of many noble trees slain. Heie a hem- 
lock that carried up its eternal green 
a hundred feet into the winter air.

TREES PLANTED AT NIGHT. 


M»re M1c«ljr to Live Thai. If Tram*, 


plaaied In the Daytime. 


It was Idng since observed that bud- 


ding trees when transplanted in the 
evening and immediately and copious- 
ly -watered were much more likely to 
thrive than those that had been moved 
in the day, says the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. But this knowledge did not lead 
to any well defined theory on the sub- 
ject until the experiments of M. Rene 
Rounault, a French expert, proved be- 
yond a doubt that distinctly beneficial 
reoults could be gained by transplant- 
Ing-wholly at night. 


Being called upon to transplant a 


large tract toward the end of May, 
1903, M. Rounault determined to work 
at alght, and in order to be sure that 
he made no mistake he transplanted a 
Holland linden, which bad /)een In his 
own nursery for *ve years, at 10 o'clock 
at Bight. He carefully watered th* 
tree, and the branches which bore bod* 
wet* freely moistened. The Undea did 
•ot appear to «affer from this tram- 
plaatlnc and continued to grow normal- 
ly without sbowlog any signs of woak- 
ftaaa, EncovrafM by this *>ccea«, M. 
Bomault performed the work of traa*- 
rtaatatloa cwtirvty in th* oJffattln*.

ERMANY'S latest educational 


experiment, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, is the free for- 
est school. On the 1st day of 


August a baud of Berlin children, bear- 
ing garlands and banners and singing 
songs, leave their homes for the "for- 
est school" in Chnrlottenburg, where a 
wooden schoolhouse has been erected 
for their accommodation. The first care 
of the children is to decorate their be- 
loved school with garlands and flags, 
apd then away they go to enjoy the

has been shown, as conclusively as 
these things can be shown, that its nge 
is about 0,260 years.

Major George O-Sqnter of the signal 


corps of the United States army has 
discovered that high towers with me- 
tallic feeler* are not necessary in ordi- 
nary wireless telegraphy work, but 
that live trees will serve as well.

and exhaustive report on 


street and electric railways for the 
year ending June 30, 1902, prepared 
under the supervision of Mr. W. M. 
Steuart, chief statistician for manu- 
factures. 


Just at this time in Coshocton with 


an even half dozen "paper" electric 
lines staring Coshocton in the face, 
the report is of unusual interest and 
The Age feels certain that the follow- 
ing extracts will be perused eagerly 
by every reader. 


The value and interest of the re- 


port arft Increased by the introduc- 
tion .of maps and illustrations, 
the 


former showing the network of elec- 
tric railways in Ohio and Indiana and 
the lattu showing the appearance, 


development and equipment pi cars 
and stations. 


Growth of Street Railways. 


The flrst passenger car ever con- 


structed for a street 
railway was 


used in New Ycrk City In the third 
decade of the last century. This car 
was drawn by horses over strap rails 
laid on sione 
ties. 
Improvements 


introduced during 
the 
next 
forty 


years were principally In details, but 
the introduction of the cable system 
in 1873 was a decided advance in mo- 
tive power. 
At the 
present 
time; 


however, the use of the cable car is 
confined almost exclusively 
to 
the 


cities of Chicago, San Francisco, and 
Kansas City while the trolley which 
was not used to any great extent 
prior to 2885, lias practically super- 
seded all other systems. In several 


instance;; even the steam 
railways 


have introduced electric motive pow- 
er on their lines 


Increase in Mileage. 


During the twelve years from 18.90 


to 1902 the total single track nv.leage 
for street and electric railways in- 
creased from 8,123 to 22,577. 
This 


increase was .duo partly to the estab- 
lishment of new railways, but prin- 
cipally to the extension of the lines 
already exist'ng. 


The mileage of the electric Iine3 


increase..! from 1,262 to 21,907, while 
there w.is a decrease for the lines 
operated by other motive power, the 
decrease being from 488 to 241 miles 
for cabl? lines, and from 5,662 to 259 
miles for lines using animals for their 
motive rower. . 


In proportion to It area, Massachu- 


setts has much more electric railway 
mileage than any other state. 


'Competition With Steam Roads. 
Considerable 
competit'on 
haa 


arisen between the steam roads and' 
the electric interueban lines. While 
the steam roads have the advantage 
of greater speed, the frequent service 
convenient stops, and low fares of 
the electric roads have, in'many in- ' 
stances, seriously affected the local 
traffic of steam railways. 
Statistics 


show that in 1902 the street and elec- 
tric lines of the United States carried 
more tliaii seven times as many fare 
passengers as the 
steam 
railways, 


such a comparison, however, means 
little, since steam railway journeys 
are, as a rule, much longer than those 
on street railways. In 1902 the aver- 
age distance traveled' by passengers

It is apparent to every one that the 


electric street railway is exerting a 
most important and beneficial effect 
on the teiritorial distribution of ur- 
b'an population, relieving the conges- 
tion in the centers of great cities 
and permitting growth far out into a 
bel of country which before the days 
of the trolley was inaccessible terri- 
tory. 
Probably 
the 
possibilities 


which this new method of transporta- 
tion introduces are only beginning to 
be realized. 


This report gives some interesting 


illustrations of the extent to which 
the outer areas of of cities have in- 
creased through the development of 
the street railway. For instance, the 
topulation in Manhattan borough of 
New York City increased from lf 
441,216 in ISitO to 1,850,093 in 1900. 
or 408, 977. Of this increase, 231,556 
or considerably more than one-half, 
took place in that part of the island 
lying north of Eighty-sixth street, the

This district is situated about seven 
miles from the southern extremity of 
the city, fcud the 5jreat majority of its 
breadwinners do business down town 
and mak3 daily use of the street rail- 
ways.

HE recent-disquieting condition 


of

health, compelling a tempo- 
rary 
withdrawal 
fiom 
all 


state duties and a rather hastily plan- 
ned voyage to Europe, is a matter of 
the most unqualified interest to the 
American people of all way? (if think- 
ing. It is scarcely less a cause* for anx- 
iety for the civilized world, for Mr. 
May's reputation and influence are not 
confined to the limits of the nation he 
has served BO long and s6 admirably 
His splendid and enduring triumphs in 
the field of diplomacy have made him 
known to all nations, and his contribu- 
tions to the world/a literature have en- 
deared him to the English speaking 
people of all lands. 


It is, of course, true that' there are 


those who do not entertain for him the 
outspoken personal regard that is so 
freely accorded to him in his own 
country. 
These are the statesmen 


whom he has met in the diplomatic 
game and vanquished. Even these gen- 
tlemen have shown no disposition to 
underestimate his ability. 
Some of 


them have been generous enough to ac- 
knowledge it publicly. This is espe- 
cially true of the French, who last year/ 
obtained for Mr Hay the coveted deco- 
ration of the Legion of Honor. 


It has been Secretary Hay's good for- 


tune, perhaps, to be the chief director 
of the state department during an un- 
usually critical and momentous period 
In the nation's career, a period during 
which peculiar and heavy responsibili- 
ties have devolved upon the service. It 
has been a time when many opportuni- 
ties have arisen either to make or to 
mar the repuutlon of the statesman to 
whom they were intrusted The Span- 
ish war, with Its attendant problems 
arising from the accjuisit'on of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, would have 
drawn exhaustively upon the diplomat- 
ic resources of any statesman. 
The 


safe and profitable adjustment of this 
delicate matter was but an Item of the 


.diplomatic result which has been ob- 


Uto*d by the state department under 
Mr. Hay's supervision. The Chinese

He IULH not hesitated to take a 
bold Initiative whomever he has been 
convinced that It was demanded, he 
has not been afraid to establish prece- 
dents, he has not shrunk from Inaugu- 
rating new and original policies and 
from committing the nation to their 
proper amplification. 


All this rt-qulres an absolute genius 


for diplomacy 
In tlm adjudication of 


the claims agalnsl China, in the eai tier 
Vonozuoltln difficulties, In Panama and, 
again, In the limitation of thu far east- 
ern war KOIIP Mr. Hay seemed some- 
what abrupt and overconfident iri his 
methods, but subsequent events pioved 
that he acted with the unerring Instinct 
of u born "statesman 
More than tha.t, 


he is entitled to the merit of introduc- 
ing a new'element Into international 
diplomacy; he 'has eliminated those 
hitherto regarded essentials, falsehood 
and double dealing, and has substituted 
for th,em a method of straightforward 
and manly intercourse. His effort has 
rnAde a marked Impression on the dip- 
lomatic world, and his example has 
been followed In quarters from which 
little was expected.1 


Among all the able men who have 


been American seci etaries of state one 
only-^-John 
Quincy 
Adams—may 
be 


reckoned as a prototype of John Tiny. 
In view ot, the great dlsslmflailty of 
environment the likenoss between the 
temperaments of the men is almost 
startling. 
Like the younger Adams, 


the present secretary IS distinctively a 
man of letters. Like him also, he ia a 
diplomat trained in foreign schools of 
statecraft. 
Adanirs was the most orig- 


inal statesman ot h1« time In his man- 
ner of dealing with foreign interference 
In matters pertaining to the American 
continent, and Mr. *foy haa been equal- 
ly fl" i in his interpretation of the no 
calk 
Monroe doctrine, which was de- 


fined by the brilliant Massachusetts 
secretary. 


In one respect, however, these re- 


markable men arc totally unlike. 
Ad- 


ams was a politician, and Hay ban nev- 
er shown an Inclination to dabble in 
matters distinctively political. He haj» 
not In fact, found It nectmwary. As an 
Individual he has never been commit- 
ted to any partisan scheme, and he-has 
never found it expedient to engage per 
nonally In that wort of political strife 
which In denominated "fifth I In* for one'5 
party principled." Hid urtumial ability, 
always In demand, haa enabled him to 
become a critic of party policies and 
he has always been In a portion to 
look down on party strife with lofty 
indifference. 
Born In Indiana, reared 


In Illinois, married In Ohio and bavin* 
lived for more than forty year* in 
Washington and at foreign courts, fee 
to a nwn without a {Mliucal r**M«fke*.

Ta*r»l» 


those who know him well. He !• un* 
demonstrative and self contained, a* 
the typical diplomat should be, but 
there is abundant evidence that ha ha* 
a warm heart beneath a serious and 
dignified exterior. Born at Salem, Ind., 
Oct 8, 1S3S, he was educated for the 
bar, but never became a lawyer. He 
read law in the office of his uncle, Mil- 
ton Hay, at Springfield, 111.,' and there 
became acquainted with Abraham Lin- 
coln 
The gieat emancipator conceived 


a liking for the bright young law *tu- 
dcnt and whr-n he went to the White 
House made him one of his secretaries. 


John Hay never disappointed Lin- 


coln. He became of great service to 
b'rr. and deeper in his confidence than 
any other person. He wrote the presi- 
dent's most personal letters and was 
intrusted with the most delicate mis- 
sions. At the close of the administra- 
tion Hay was sent to Paris as secretary 
of the American legation. Thence he 
was transferred to other legations and 
thus became familiar with the methods 
of almost every court In Europe. He- 
turning to America, he devoted himself 
to literature and made a name for him- 
self in the world of letters. He mar- 
ried a great heiress, the daughter of 
Amasa Stone, Jr., of Cleveland, O., and 
built a palatial home in Washington. 
which speedily became the center of 
the social and literary element of 'the 
capital. He was assistant secretary ot 
state In the '«ayes administration and 
after that resumed his literary work 
with great zest and completed his life 
of Lincoln. In-4897 he was made am- 
bassador to England. .A year lat*> be 
was appointed secretary Of state by 
President McKIrtley to succeed William 
H. Taft.
